claims which could be mode pursuant to any theoiy of the common law; and &r any other claims 
of whatsoever that PlaintiiT had or could have had, resulting feom, arising out of, or in any way 
related to the above captioned lawsuit 

3. Ta ftirther consideration and Inducement for this compromise settlement, Plaintiff agrees 
to indemnify, defend and hold Defendant haimless from any and all past, present and ihture 
claims, hens, demands, causes of action, in law or in equify, whettier known or unknown, which 
may hereafter be made or brought by Plaintiff, claiming damages, reimbursement, subrogation, 
indemnify, or contribution which might be filed or claimed as a result of, or In any way arising 
out directly or indirectly fiom the events that fonn the basis fbr the above Cfq)ttoned lawsuit It Is 
fee Intent of PlaMfftbat this indemnify agreement shall include indemnification to Defendant 
fbr any and all judgments, awards, settlements, costs, attorney's fees or expenses arising out of

8. Defendant agrees that in re^onse to any inquiry Into Plaintiff’s employment history wltii 
the Northern New Mexico College. Defendant will only provide Plaintiff’s dates of employment 
and position held. 

9. This Settlement Agreement contains die entire agreement between the parties herein and 
their agents and representatives and it is agrmd that the terms of this Agreement are oontractual 
and not a mere recital. 

10. This Settlement Agreement shall become effective iipon execution of the parties herein 
end may be executed in counteipaits.
